Ottawa Plans to Increase Size 


Of Proposed Federal Building 


Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 

OTTAWA, March 27.—Trade Minister MacKinnon to- 
day informed The Bulletin that plans are being drafted for 
construction of a new Federal building at Edmonton, on a 
Scale considerably larger than initially anticipated. 

To this end, cabinet council has agreed to an exchange of 
property between the government and the city. 

The obtaining of the additional property in a switch with 
the city, will make for a 300-foot frontage for the new Fed- 
eral building on 103rd avenue at the corner of 100th street. 

Cabinet approval for the transaction came in an order- 
in-council passed March 22, disclosed Mr. MacKinnon,

Brokers Suspended 


TORONTO, March 27—(CP)—C, 
P. McTague, chairman of the Ont- 
ario securities commission, yester- 
day made public the reasons for 
cancellation of the registrations of 
about 20 Toronto brokers and 
securities salesmen, previously an 
nounced, 

The reasons given ranged from 
high pressure selling, selling to 
persons who because of age or other 
conditions could not afford to spece 
ulate, the failure to disclose court 
convictions, to what the commission 
said was an attempt by one man 
to obtain a license as a broker 
“so that he might be free to carry 
on his activities as underwriter and 
promoter without fear of technical 
violation of the act because of his 
financial transactions.” 

He said “organized attempts ... 
to discredit the commission” had 
forced the commission to depart 


from its policy of withholding rea- 


routes and of small colonies which 
are within the reach of the Domin- 
ions.

OTTAWA, March 27,—(CP)—The Commons last night 
defeated two motions of want-of-confidence in the govern- 
ment in the first test of strength in the new session and then

THE MOTIONS DEFEATED 
were one from the Progressive 
Conservative party, voted down 
149-48, and a second from the CCF 
Group, disposed by a 182-25 vote. 

They were in the form of amend- 
ments to the main motion for the 
adoption of the throne speech and 
in general expressed the opinion 
the government had failed to plan 
for the post-war period to provide 
full employment, adequate housing 
and better incomes, 

Before the house could take up 
the main motion, Victor Quelch (SC 
+Acadia) rose to resume the de- 
bate with the expressed intention 
of introducing a third amendment. 
He adjourned the debate at the 11 
o'clock hour and presumably will 
introduced the amendment Wed- 
nesday. 

Other members who took part in 
the debate last night included W. 
H.. Herridge (People’s CCF 
Kootenay East) and T. J. Bentley 
(CCF—Swift Current). 

EARLIER, JOHN BRACKEN, 
Progressive Conservative leader, 
urged the government to lift the 
price restrictions on farm products 
and encourage farmers to increase 
wheat acreage to provide more food 
for countries needing it. 

Participating for the second time 
in the throne speech debate and re- 
plying to statements made in the 
house last week by Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner, Mr. Bracken 
asked the government to: 

1, Lift the price ceilings on farm 
products. 

2. Allow the price for wheat ex- 
ported to be increased from $1.55 
to at least $1.80 a bushel until the 
shortage disappears. 

3. Increase the price for butter. 

4. Encourage farmers to increase 
wheat acreage by putting to sum- 
merfallow only four acres where 
before they put five. 

MR, BRACKEN, who last week 
moved a motion of non-confidence 
in the government, said he had 
withdrawn his support from the 
Liberals and joined the Progres-| 
sive Conservative Party because of 
the Liberal Party’s policy toward 
the price for wheat. He joined the 
Conservatives when they got be- 
hind a move to increase the price 
of wheat from 80 cents to $1.25 a 
bushel. 

(Former Liberal Progressive pre- 
mier of Manitoba, Mr. Bracken was 


chosen leader of the Progressive 
Conservative Party in 1942.) |

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Priority But No Subsidy 


The Hon. C. D. Howe, as minister of re- 
construction, has issued an order for priority 
in building materials for unfinished vet- 
erans’ houses, All over the country, homes 
destined for veterans stand unfinished be- 
cause materials have not been available to 
complete them. This, then, is a welcome 
action and appears as a response to a great 
volume of public protest over the present 
situation. 

But while this new priority order is a 
wise and necessary step, it makes no real 
contribution to the housing needs of ex- 
members of Canada's armed forces. It will, 
it is true, permit many uncompleted houses 
to be finished. But it will not ameliorate the 
situation as it affects the great majority of 
veterans and, indeed, the great majority of | 
Canadians whose annual net income falls 
below $2,150. 

These are limited by the realities of 
household economy to a monthly rental or | 
purchase instalment of from $18 to $25, Of 
what real benefit is it to these people, then, 
who make up 80 percent of the total number 
of Canadians, to be able to buy building 
materials when they are not able to pay for 
them ? 

To build any kind of a modern and com- 
fortable house today costs no less than from 
$6,000 to $10,000. It is impossible to pay for 
that kind of a house on a net income under 
$2,150 a year. It is impossible for private 
enterprise to build and rent that kind of a 
house at a maximum rental of $25 a month. 

That leaves 80 percent of Canada’s vet- 
erans and civilians completely outside the 
present building pictyre. 

There is only one possible solution. And 
that is an interest-free government subsidy 
which will produce low-rental modern homes 
at a price the great majority of Canadians 
can afford to pay. 

Priorities for private homes are neces- 
sary, of course. But the real need is an im- 
mediate government subsidy. Until Ottawa 
makes up its mind to this step, all priority 
orders will not amount to very much for 
four out of five families in Canada desper- 
ately in need of decent and comfortable 
homes. 


Scraping the Bins 


Farmers who have been holding back 
wheat may now haul it to market and sell it 
without adding the proceeds to their incomes 
for 1946 when they come to make up their 
tax returns for this year. 

The object is to make this reserve wheat 
available for immediate shipment to Europe. 
It is supposed that about 50,000,000 bushels 
are still lying in farm granaries, because the 
growers expect income taxes to be reduced 
and want to save money by delaying sale. 
This inducement is cancelled out by the new 
order, and they can sell now and still make 
the tax-saving. 

Grain men think only 10,000,000 bushels 
or so of this held-back wheat is in Alberta 
bins, But that is enough to keep up the mil- 
lion-bushels-a-days shipments for ten days. 
If the total reserves are as large as estim- 
ated, they would keep the flow to Europe 
at this figure for seven weeks—a third of 
the time until the famine crisis is expected 
to occur. 

Ordinarily, regardless of income taxes, 
some farmers would hold varying amounts 
of wheat until they see how the coming crop 
will turn out—thinking of seed for next year. 
They are therefore asked to take some risk 
in cleaning out their bins, as some risk is 
involved in emptying the elevators, in order 
to “reduce” the famine which UNRRA offi- 
cials say cannot be prevented. 


While the Getting Is Good 


Moscow has lifted the ban and Russians 
are now allowed to listen to foreign radio 
broadcasts. Had that been done a month 
ago, the reaction in Russia to Churchill's 
speech at Fulton would have been negligible. 
There was nothing in the speech to arouse 
resentment in the Soviet states. But there 
was plenty of incitement in what Russians 
were told Churchill was trying to bring 
about. 

Chungking says Red forces are evacuat- 
ing Manchuria, If they have cleaned out the 
factories and shipped the machinery home 
as compensation for their 10-day war against 
Japan, at least they are getting out of the 
country. Excepting of course the Port 
Arthur-Dairen area, which they held forty 
years ago and probably intend to keep. 

hese two items go on the credit side in 
the account of international relations, though 
they would be worth more if they had been 


jotted down weeks ago. Russia has suffered | 


in world estimation by what has happened in 
the meantime. It will suffer further if the 
report is true that the Red army is looting 
Austria of supplies which the civilian popu- 
lation needs—and which UNRRA will have 
to make up. 

There is not and never was any reason 
to suppose that Russia is aiming to provoke 
war. Stalin’s word on that subject can be 
taken without reserve. But there is evidence 
aplenty that Moscow intends to pick up 
whatever is lying around loose and can be 
collected without danger of starting a fight.

he had not even got a bed. 


Living accommodations have 
now been provided, but the dele- 
gates still have many difficulties 
with which to contend. A great deal 
of time has to be wasted in mov- 
ing about the city. Nearly all the 
| delegations have been accommo- 
| dated in midtown hotels. Their of- 
fices, on the other hand, are as far 
}away, in some cases, as the Wall 
Street area down town, which it 
often takes them about half an 
hour to reach by car. 

Of course, it might be urged that 
they should travel by subway. But 
then, they might lose their way or, 
in the scrimmage, even lose their 
documents. To reach their formal 
place of meeting at Hunter College 
jin the Bronx takes up to forty-five 
}minutes by car. 

Everything is conducted in an 
|extremely formal way, even in the 
|case of sub-committees on such 
matters as procedure. If some 
small point of procedure has to be 
discussed, all the eleven represent- 
atives of all the eleven nations con- 
stituting the Security Council have 
to pile into motor cars and drive 
for forty-five minutes to the Bronx 
for a meeting which may take only 
a few minutes, and then drive all 
the way back. In the circumstances, 
it might be more sensible if they 
all got together in a hotel bedroom. 
In this way they would save time 
and might get to know each other 
better. The work of the conference 
might thus be speeded, 

*x* * * 


This column recently urged that 
it would be much better if not oniy 
the Security Council but the whole 
of the United Nations Organization 
had decided to meet in Geneva, 
where they would be comfortably 
accommodated and would not put 
the local inhabitants to any incon- 
venience. Surely it is not too late 
to reconsider the suggestion. Per- 
haps the delegates, upon finding 
how difficult and inconvenient 
their task is in New York, might 
make some representations in the 
matter. 

If, however, Russian objections 
to Switzerland as a “hotbed of Fas- 
cism” make it impossible for them 
to agree, the delegates might re- 
consider another proposal, which 
was that they should meet in Radio 
City in midtown. Here there is 
ample office accommodation for the 
individual delegations and for their 
joint meetings. Radio City has the 
added advantage of being near all 
the leading hotets. 


*x* * * 


I am told the Radio City idea was 
turned down on the grounds that 
people might laugh at UNO if it 
were accommodated in what is the 
leading entertainment centre of 
the world. Surely it is much better 
that the delegates should be com- 
fortable, even if the publie should 
laugh, than that they should be 
uncomfortable and their important 
work hampered. 

Whatever is decided about the 
temporary accommodations, it is 
quite plain that a more sensible ar- 
rangement should be made for a 
permanent home. No one wishes to 
see UNO indulging in unnecessary 
extravagance, but their meetings 
should surely be conducted in suit- 
able comfort and in dignified cir- 
cumstances, There seems to be 
enough squabbling among the Unit- 
ed Nations, anyway, without put- 
ting any undue strain upon the 
hard-working diplomats and offici- 
als who are seeking to reconcile the 
differences of the increasingly dis- 
united UNO,

locale have not fared too badiy 
Reports from forestry men and In- 
dians indicate that moose, deer and 
elk eame through in fair shape. 


Wild horses on the Kootenay 
Plains suffered most, since they 
could not break through the snow 
to the grass beneath. 

This was the first winter in 70 
years that there has been snow 
all season on the Kootenay Plains. 
Indians are afraid the horses may 
die off altogether. That would be 
a serious loss to them, as they 
catch them for their own use and 
to sell to eastern buyers, 

Wild horses are like money in 
the bank to the Indians. When they 
are hard up they go into the moun 
tain valleys and catch a few to sell 
These horses have roamed the 
Kootenay Plains and the valleys of 
the Rocky Mountains for more than 
200 years and have been a source 
of revenue for the Indians on the 
Plains all that time. 

Cougars are getting more plenti- 
ful every year, because they are 
not killed off as are other animals 
Young Joe Abraham, 14-year-old 
Stoney Indian of the Kootenay 
Plains, got the only cougar here 
this winter. 

Timber wolves are increasing, 
too, and they are wary and hard 
to shoot. The bounty is not enough 
to make it worth while for a 
hunter to go to the trouble and risk 
of hunting them. The wolves come 
closer tostown every year and sev-

Govt. s Criticized 
On Grant Refusal 


Mild. criticism of the provincial 
government's stand in not taking 
advantage of the Dominion govern- 
ment offer of assistance from a 
$10,000,000 fund for increased 
school grants was voiced by school 
trustee James Macdonald at Tues 
day’s meeting of the school board 
property committee. 

THERE WERE insufficient mem- 
bers in attendance to form a quo- 
rum of the school board, and the 
agenda was confined to business of 
the property committee. 

Mr. Macdonlad said he had been 
informed that no other province 


had accepted the dollar-for-dollar| 


offer of the federal government, 
but pointed to the published record 
of New Brunswick which had put 
up $433,000 which was matched by 
the same amount in a_ federal 
grant bringing the total moneys to 
be spent over a three-year period 
to $866,000. 

“This is something the provincial 
government did not take advantage 
of”, stated Mr. Macdonald. 

Stipulation in the federal contri- 
bution ‘is that not less than one 
third of the sum is to be used for 
vocational training equipment, with 
the balance for new _ buildings, 
alterations or additions to build- 
ings or equipment, and to provide 
additional training facilities within 
the province. 

THE COMMITTEE APPROVED 
plans drafted by City Architect 
Maxwell Dewar for two new four- 
room elementary schools, one to be 
located in the Ritchie district and 
one in the Virginia Park area. The 
school buildings are to be such 
that they can be sub-divided into 
eight rooms if necessary. 

On recommendation of Superin- 
tendent R. S. Sheppard, the plans 
will go before the board for ap- 
proval at its next sitting, Several 
members of the committee express- 
ed a desire that construction work 
be commenced as soon as possible 
in order to have the new buildings 
ready for the opening of the fall 
school term, 

Notification will be sent out to 
all organizations now using city 
schools for Sunday school classes 
and other meetings that the matter 
of charge for this accommodation 
will come under review at the end 
of June. The committee agreed that 
due to rising costs of maintenance 
there would likely be an upward! 
advance in the rates, 

A DETAILED REPORT on stud- 
ents with defective hearing preced- 
ed the committee’s decision to re- 
commend to the board that a hard- 
of-hearing class be set up in time 
for opening in September.
